1 . FOR PAST THREE YEARS, DEPARTMENT HAS SPONSORED AMERI- 
CAN GRADUATE STUDENT PROGRAM FOR GRADUATE-LEVEL STUDENTS 
ENROLLED IN DEGREE PROGRAMS AT U.S. UNIVERSITIES AND YOUNG 
PROFESSIONALS WHO, BECAUSE OF THEIR SPECIFIC AREAS OF 
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STUDY OR WORK, COULD BENEFIT FROM ONE YEAR'S EXPERIENCE IN 
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AFRICA. THIS PROGRAM WAS CREATED AS DIRECT RESPONSE TO
